pointment. 


jHr. Cleveland's selection of Mr. llar- 


jnoa was somewhat of a surprise, as he 
had not been placed by the gossips on 
the list of the gentlemen likely lo be 
ehoBcn foi olliee. 


Mr. Harmon has been for a long time 


judge ot tlie common pleas court, and is

of the most consnUiiiotia lawyers in the 
West, ami upon tho retirement ol" ex- 
Governor I luadluy from his Cincinnati 
linn upon his removal to New York, 
Harmon took his place at the head of 
tlie tinn of Ifarmun, (Jolatone, Gold- 
smith & iloitilley. 


CINCINNATI, June 7.—'When the ap- 


pointment of Judge- .liaison Harmon be* 
camo known here'tbis afternoon, attor- 
neys from the courts ami their ollices 
rushed to the olliee of Harmon, Col- 
atone, Goldsmith A Hoadloy to cou- 
gratnlatu tlie new sltorney general, and 
auk for a date for a farewell dinner froi 
the bar. 


Judge Harmon euid ho received a let- 


ter from 1'reaident Cleveland today and 
replied to it by wire. He hadnoknowl- 1 
edge of his appointment till advised by 
the AHeoeiatcd I'reaa. Ho went to Co- 
lumbus tonight on businoHH and does 
not know when he will go to Washing- 
ton, .fudge- Harmon ia not only recog- 
nized as one of the foremost lawyera and 
jurists of this state, but also aa ono of 
tho most popular citi/.ens of Ohio. Ho 
was born near this oily forty-nine years 
ago, which has always boon his home 
and in known by all. His father, Key. 
B. F. Harmon, was a Baptist minister, 
well known throughout thu Ohio valley. 
Judgo Harmon graduated at Denison's 
University, a Baptist institution at 
Granvillei Ohio, in 1SOU and began the 
practice of law in Cincinnati in 18119. 
He waa a Republican until 1872, when 
he Greulyi/.ed. 


Aa a Democrat bo wna elected com- 


mon plena jmlgo on tho Tilden ticket in 
187(1. He was elected superior judge in 
187S, re-elected in LS&f, and when ex- 
Govornor Gtsorgo Ifoailloy wont to Now 
York in .1SS7, Judge Harmon resigned 
from tho benrh to become tho head of 
tho linn of Harmon, Colbtone, Guld- 
ainllli & Hoadloy, which represents 
many railroads and other largo corpora- 
tions, and with which iirm bo will con- 
tinue his connection. 
When Judgo 


Harmon resigned in 1837, Governor Foi 
aker appointed Jiulgu William Taft, now 
United State3'eircint judgo, ami formerly 
solicitor general, to tho vacancy. 


Mrs. Harmon is an accomplished lady, 


the daughter of tho late Dr. Hcoboy of 
Hamilton. They have throe daughters, 
Mra. Kdumn Wright Jr. of Philadelphia, 
Miss Klizabclh, a reeognm-d snmfity 
leader, and Margorle, tlio youngest 01 
the family, who is M years ot ago.

Tho appointment of Judge Jndeor 


Harmon of Cincinnati aa attorney gen 
eral came in tho nature of a surprise 
His name hag never been eanvasaed aa 
among the probabilities. There ia the , 
beat authority for the statement that 
the President had several men under 
consideration and that the portfolio of 
justice might have been bad by Jainea 
C. Carter of Now York, who was coun- 
sel for the government in the Behring 
sea tribunal and the income tax cases, 
and by Frederick R. Coudert of New 
York, had they been disposed to accept. 
Secretary Carlisle knew Judge Harmon 
personally and admired and respected 
hia ability. It waa he, probably, who 
lirat presented hia name to President 
Cleveland. 
Ex-Governor Campbell of 


Ohio, a close friend of Judge Harmon, 
also warmly supported him, and tbe 
President also secured from es-Govornor 
Hoadley of Ohio, who is now living in 
New York and whose law partner Mr. 
Harmon wae, moat favorable reports SB 
to hia ability and standing. After can- 
vassing the situation thoroughly, the 
President offered the portfolio to'Judge 
Harmon by wire tbia afternoon and im- 
mediately upon receiving a favorable re- 
ply announced the appointment.

THE OUTLOOK FOR HOPS. 


Better Prices Expected for the New 


Crop. 


SAN FiiASctsco Juno 7.—J. C. Bauer, 


who is one of the oldeat hop dealers in 
tho city, has juat returned from a trip 
that took in all tho Pacilie Coast 
states and British Columbia. 11« says 
that in thu hop growing regions of Or- 
egon and Washington the crop ia look- 
ing well, barring euuio mould iu tho 
Washington yards. 
"The price ia so lo\v,"eaid Mr. Bauer, 
'that in a great many ol the yards tho 
hops will not be picked at all this year. 
There was a very big crop in Europe 
laat year, anil ever since the price has 
beon low all over tho world. 


"The price now ia from 3 to 5 cents 


for medium, and for choice 7 to 8 cents. 
Choice hops are not plenty in the mar- 
ket. 


"California hops are in great demand 


in England and tho east.

A STARTLING THEORY. 


Fatrick .T. Oollina expiated tbe crime 


ol wife-murder on the gallows ia Ban 
Quentin prison yesterday.. The crime 
*ras a moat brutal cue, aa he stabbed hia 
wife twenty-eight timea because she 
would not give him money to continue a 
debanch. As bo atood on tbe gallows in 
the immediate presence of death, Father 
Logan, a Cutbolic prieat, aaid this in bis 
behalf: 


He committed an awful crime while 


drunk, and waa not responsible to God. 


To tliat sentiment we desire to utter 


an earnest protest. If a man ia at any 
time "responsible to God" Patrick Col- 
lins was so responsible when he com- 
mitted that brutal crime. There ia a 
too popular tendency to bolii men irre- 
Bponaible for tbe deeds committed while 
intoxicated. A man gets drunk, know- 
ing that folly and perhaps crime will 
result, lor the history of men teaches 


' tbe leaaoa. When be commits the folly 


or the crime be says, "But I waa 
drunk," and conaiders that tlie deed is 
half excused. And tbe strange feature 
of tbe case ie that many people seem to 
think that tbe excuse ia a long way from 
being a bad one. Yet aa between tbe 
man who commita an offense in the 
beat of passion and the one wbo be- 
comes a criminal after deliberately put- 
ting himself in a condition in which be 
knows be may commit any deed of folly 
or wrong, it would seem tbat tbe less 
blame ia attachable to tbe former. 


It ia fortunate for mankind that 


Father Logan's theory of responsibility 
to God doea not apply to statutory law. 
Patrick Collins waa responsible to tbe 
law If be was not to God; if his deed 
WAS unknown to divinity it was cogniz- 
able by humanity, at any rate. The 
Almighty may have been regardless of 
that woman's mutilated body, but the 
San Quentin gallows indicate that the 
people of California are not. 


If the priest's startling theory is cor- 


rect, here is a royal opportunity for a 
saturnalia of crime. He who desires to 
commit a deed of violence let him get 
drunk—he may posiibly bave a little 
difficulty with men's laws, but he will 
not be responsible to God. Do evil 
things only when intoxicated, and you 
will have a cinch on heaven. What 
boahl Purposely make of yourself a 
madman, and you must be responsible 
for what the madman does.

A diipatch from Springfield, 111., saye: 


"The resolution adopted by yesterday's 
convention looking toward a national 
convention, whether called by the na- 
tional committee or not, will be vigor- 
ously carried out.
